The first program in the bo6k is 
about a Mrs. John C. Bennett Wife of Union Theological Seminary 
President John C. Bennett - This program tell how Mrs. Bennett 
aided by an organization called Women Strike For Peace met along 
with thirteen other American ladies with a delegation of fourteen 
ladies from North Vietnam and the New Liberation Front in Paris 
in AprU of 1968 prior to the Paris peace talks - Mrs. Bennett des- 
cribes the enemy as being *'eager for peace and friendship. '* To me 
this book seems to give aid and comfort to the enemy. I was apalied 
when I read it. 

There is another program in the book written by Doudd E.

No oiic can rei|Muuil)|y dcay the cnicial natuic of 
our tiino. There are icmal syucmt of aiooik aa- 
iiihibiion alieatly at hand. Wc arc nianufaciuriiw 
lulotlcu |>lana co carry dcuniciMHi by meant of «ena 
ur diemkal warfare. The unall naiiom nay taan 
poweu atoiuic weapuot with a bi|{h probahiUty of 
iheir early lue. In the mcaniune %»c luicr inicnai 
paralysis of wUI lo cope elcciivcly with our liuuuioo 
while all the lime moral roc it caiiog away the founda- 
lions of our civiliuiion. 

Wc need the church to lead ut toward spiritual 
renewal, but first the church must itiell caperience 
a new Feuiecust. As early as Paul's time, as shown by 
First Corintliiani 16, FenteoM wat a day on the 
church calendar. Today wc need to put it < 
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U a foKOMM place not only io our cluaicfa calendar 
bui ia our loial lives. Ptetecou cnuufonna aU ol life. 
Fm|<i i iii oil the Sfurit in talvaiion and wTuiififatMwi 
apart frote man's loial life in society and natuic be- 
comes late pietism. We can use our beritane to make 
holy history for today if we take wiih hill 
God's inviiatioo u> spiritual renewal 



Through the Individual 

Our teat aftnns that the foundation for such re- 
newal is laid once for all in Jesus Christ, but that each 
penon nuut continually take care how he buiUs on 
it. Spiritual renewal can come only as individual mem- 
bers of the church become renewed. 

In our home where my wife is m Yankee and I aui 
Swedish bom there is a sayinig» **Don't be a Swede!" 
My wife; generalising, 1 am sure, on too small a basis 
for judgment, has the idea that Swedes uke ihtngs 
penonally. Be that as it may. 1 want each of you to 
take your reUgion penonally. You can join me in 
the bleised privilege, not of being Swcdiih. but of tak- 
i0g your Christian faiih penonally. 

Augustine spoke of God as caring for all as though 
they wane each one and as carii^ for each one as 
though 'he were alL Whitehead defined religion as 
what each individual does with his own lolitariness. 
The N^gro spiriuial we aU know: "It's mc; it's me. O 



Lord, standing in the need of prayer." There is no 
divided reiponsibility in fiOth. Kach person must tako 
care how he builds on the one aiul only fc^«.wfg *|^^ 
for spiritual renewal comes through him. 

Wdl you. then, take trust personally? Will you 
stop tryiug to become good and let God remake you? 
Will you give the Holy Spirit a chanctf Moralism 
kilb the church. It quenches the Spirit. The early 
Methodists, for instance, feared "salvation by works" 
Uke the pUgue. To depend on works is to coun self- 
righteousness and to block spiritual renewal 

Chria is the only foundation. We buUd in trust 
because of the grace oC God. If the church is' to ex- 
perience renewal it muu regain the visioQ and ea- 
perience ol God's grace. We used lo sii«: 

Aiuiuii^ gracel how sweet the sound 

That saved a wretch like mel 
I once was lost, but now am foutul. 

Was blind, but now I see» 

Twas grace that uught my bean to fear* 

And grace my lean relieved; 
How precioitt did that grace amiear

Wliatever Uiurttoiuiiigs John Newton's lilc had. in tliis 
hymn he has strmk the bedrock of r>r{rtfain caperi- 
ence: the grace of God in Christ. 
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When you ukc iniu penonaUy God clui«ci your 
life Ivy his frace. but more than that* you become a 
channd for tpin^ual rcnewaL This world it like a 
hunun body where all the cells are interrelated. Puili 
the hypodermic needle in the arm and the bloodstream 
carries the toain-antitoain to heal the diphtheria 
throat. The whole world is rcUted throu|^ Cod's 
presence in areation in such a way that every part is 
related to all the rest. 

I should like to repeat Teilhard de Chardin's word 
of hope on this point, namely, that ''immensity repre- 
lenu the action common lo all atoms. The volume 
of each of them is the volume of the univene. The 
atom b no loiter the micnncopic. closed world we 
liave imagined to ourselves. It is the infinitesimal 
cent^ of tlie world itself.** 

So it is. The problem of affecting the wcwld, there- 
fore* is not a matter of time and space so much as the 
quality of the life we live. 

What matten mou is the kind of faith we have. 
When we open up heedlessly in full tnut to the grace 
of God for spiritual renewal, there is no limit to what 
God can do through lu to change the world. "God 
is able to make all grace to abound"* not only to us 
but jutt u much through us for spiritual renewal. 

WUl you abo take prayer personally? St<^ saying 
prayers and begin to pray. Saying prayers is second- 
hand praying. When you pray your whole being relies 
€tt God and within that relationship the Holy Spirit

immipu your piayer. Prayer is tlie full acctptaaice of 
God's will. It is losing one's life to find it in God. 
It is oeative passivity. It is fimling the power to be> 
loi^{ to true community and to live in line trith otir 
destiny. 

Prayer is at the same time our identification with 
the whole world. It is our unreMved involvement in 
the worki's problems and pains, iu hopes and attain- 
menu for iu indusive and concrcie good. Prayer is our 
liarticiimion in the vrarU's life at iu center where 
decisions are made and where the rcsuhs mutt be 
met. Tlie praying person becomes a link between God 
and man. God's channel through our freedom where 
his grace can How into the world's fulfillment. 

Prayer is basically our resting in God. God's rctt 
ttimukiics tlie world's wurk. God's silenie speaks po- 
tently in the uiida of the world's shouting. God's 
quiet Spirit writes the mott conttraining ktters. We 
have tried too knig to live without prayer, to work 
without prayer, to reu without prayer. Prayer is the 
|K>wer of God's presence for the world in the midtt 
of iu turmoils, dissolving false tensions and creating 
constructive endeavor. Try prayer throi^ trust. Cod 
will not fail you. 

Will you also uke witncssir^ personally? Try to 
witness by your own stntggle and meet your own 
defeat. Try to witness by trotting and what you be* 
iome will thuiuler God's presence. Chritt claimed to 
be the uruth. He linked troth with a way and a life. 
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T^ wlking io the way o( mm aiMl living within 
ibe icaluy U pnyer and you wiU ind that God'a 
prcience in you cannoc be hid. Vour hean will U 

full of Cod's procnce and you cannot help both doiuK 
■nd spealiing the iruih. 

Bidiop Jama A. Pike hat wriuen a book. Doiug 
the Truth. Tniih i$ doing. Bui u u a matter of doiJ 
only if i( is inompted by Cod's being in us. When 
God u in us our actions conform to Christian stand- 
Mds. Christian life is a matter of character but of 
charaoer moved by concern. Christian "doing the 
iruUi- is oondua motivated by "^rawion. OoioK 
Christ's truth is character in the service of com- 
mumiy. Unleu we live according to Christian prin- 
ciples we shaU neither be nor do the truth, but Chris- 
tun prinaplcs are love's direcuvcs in unlimited open- 
ncu u> die joys and sorrows of others. 

Wlien witnessing is lim by being and then by doing, 
our saying alio becomes genuine. Then our words 
•top being empty aiul false. Then our whole selves 
•peak and our neighbors are uuly mA^fmfii xhe 
world has stopped listening because most speedi is , 
selftMWcciivc and self-promoting. The world's words 
cemcr in the self no matter how much that self may 
ibm pmcnd interest in others. 

When we speak in the words given by the Huly 
Spirii we speak in the deroonstratioa of the autliai- 
tidiy that rcsulu from a full union of being, doiiuj. 
Md ipeaUm the inuh. WUl you stop kttiog the 
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IMcacher be the only constant wiinni and that all 
loo often from a safe pulpit and hid behind dnkid 
garb? Will you in the ordinary ways of life find • way 
of letting Cod wiinew ihroHgh you. even thiongh your 
failures, even thim^ your •"*"m im and TTi imrriM 
his truth? ^ 

Spiritual renewal can oome only when an aroused 
laity will beoome Cod's constant medium lor wi^

Thraufh the FamUy 
Spiritual renewal muu also come throu^ the Chris- 
lian family. Let each family see how u buiMs on the 
only foundation for spiritual renewal, even Jesus 
Chriu. the Son of God's love. The famUy obviously 
cannot laU the place of any |ierMMi. In God's wisdom 
iiu perMNi or group can take the place of anyone else. 
Salvation is both corporate and personal But the 
family occupies a place of peculiar importance la 
Cod's dispensation, standing as it does between die i» 
dividual |ierson and the inclusive fellowship of the 
church. Tlic family is Cod's intensive " Vfd ff of coi» 
luuniiy wlave the uliiuute and ilic iniioMM mtit 

The family is die world in miniature. In die family 
come tu|{eUier man's main concerm. The apMuial 
and the lociak the cconouiic and the poUikal iini^ 
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turei aiul fuuciiuiit o( ilie tainily nMiitble* oa a souU 
Kak die iNrobleuu of tlie imrld llic faauly is Uie 
U^Hg ground for life in ibe lai)te. Whoever cau solve 
his iMoblems genuinely wiihiu die family trill lekloui 
fad in die irorkL Whatever fauuly can exhibit iu 
overcouiing of the vrorld within itaelf can thie moa 
fully help that workL 

Peculiarly enou^ the family is a constant unity 
uf human community. Iu lorms may vary but iu 
intimate muure and funaiun in human society re- 
main the same. Man's general community in human 
history has changed from early tribal retotions to 
modem man's consciousoeu of worU responsibility. 
Wider and wido* has grown the human community 
in history. But the family base has secured man's 
permanence of rebtionships. Cod has a s|;edal pur- 
pose for the family. 

We are all bom in a family and reared in a family. 
Our afections are colored for life wiUiin our family 
living. To chaise die world we muu chaise tlie 
lauidy. Widmut cliaiige at die center of life's begin* 
niiig and growUi diere will be no elfective change 
anywliere else. Our mothers are tlie moM aratcgic 
people lor letting Cod's new age come. Don't ever 
say. *'l'm only a housewife." No* hoiiiemaker. No^ 
i^iuch more, you are the mother of humanity. 

For Cod to become real and for spiritual renewal 
to go deep we need parenu wlm caie enough Idr their 
children to put 6iit things first. To live for Cod and 
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the world in the famUy by living for each member of 
the family* and for the fanuly as a community, is 
life's cctitnd task. Ttie inner circle of human com* 
munity is coustandy the family. Change she lamily 
and we diaage the workL Win the famOy for Chiiis 
and die world will fmd him, toa 

The family judges us mou searchingly, but is is 
also the place where we can become the moa elective. 
It is impossible to fool the famUy. You may be a hero 
to m u h iiudci and looked down on by your own 
famdy. They may know you are sham. Or you may be 
a monster to c ou n tless people throt^h fake profia* 
gaiida. while your own lamUy who knows you lovca 
and admires yoiL Will you become genuine in yoitr 
spiritual renewal in the face of your family? 

I remember attendiiig the funeral of one of 
America's spiritual leaden. In the famUy car follow- 
ing the heane an important gueu was tactless enot^gh 
to ask a teeo-^e daughter of the deceased whether 
lier fadier at home was really such a saint as he ms 
liaded. Without hesiution» in a painful hour of her 
life, she replied tenderly. *'He %as no move than 
average." Our children kimw us more deeply than oiur 
repuution. be it good or badi 

Over and over again 1 keep repeaung to myself 
the saying reported to me of a sodolagist to the clett 
that two or three genuinely committed people could 
cbal^(e a church. Jesus said that where two or thrae 
are gadiered in his name he himielf will be in their 
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nkbi. What cannot a faniUy do U it becomes pot- 
•e-wl Uifough and ihrough by the Holy SpjriU We 
cannot contral the urorld. Can the iauiily be per- 
•uaded to nuke completely central to iu life this usk 
ot spiritual renewal? Will you take the spiritual date 
«n«l try changing your church by making it your 
priority as a (auuly through trust, prayer, and witness? 
Gods jmlgnieni and God's grace can combine in 
your family to produce an inanguraicd etdutology 
By this I mean a fragment of the fulfilled future. God 
came in Chriu to acaic a new community to the end 
of the world MdtoUieendoftime.Hecandoan 
unhelievable job in your famtty if you let him. 

I fcel myieU both more judged and more rw^arded 
by Cod s grace in the family than anywhwe else. I am 
not worthy of the kind of famdy I have received. But 
one thing I know. If I had lived God's love more 
uwUngly and more genuinely there is no limit to 
what Goo could have done in such a family as mine. 
More and more I acknowledge God's reality and in- 
aewingly at the same time I confcM my own failure. 
Will you join me in making the priority of family life 
the spiritual renewal of the church? 

Our concern is with spiritual renewal. The family 
uiutt uke iu fuU part in this concern. It can do so 
only within the grace of God. Only the family tnming 
the grace of God can play iu part in the renewal of 
the diurch. It must be a worshiping fanuly. FamUy 
wgphip fbrnc is high cekhiation. In the famUy in

which I was brought up the worship of God was 
tvniml. kly parents perhaps had many failiun hut 
ihey iMncr failed us in the seriousness with whkli ihcy 
look family worship. 

In our own csperience as a famUy we have lived 
«raund the famUy altar. How good it is to start the 
day together smging great Christian hymn^ readii« 
Uie Bible tcigether. and prayii^f aknid. one and all, 
for God's will in the worU and for the meeting of our 
own needs in God's way. ' 

' Will you join us in buiUii^ a family altar, and. 
if you have one. in puttii^ more fuel on the fire? 
Begin where you are. Make a chuidt in your own 
house. That is biblical. If you cannot aU pray aloud, 
why not bqpn with ttsii« 7*« l/^p«r Jloom or aome 
other daUy devotional guide. Read and liM and 
pray as you can and as you grow. 

If you make such fauUly wmship life's primary 
appointment you wiU find life hi the family tran^ 
formed by it Of coune. the chiUren Uke to sleep on 

Satuniay mornings or when they are home from school 
or college on vacation. If the prayers are teal how^ 
ever. Uiey will rejoice in a family that thinks enoiMh 
of iu %M»ship to get them up for it. Don't be hi- 
Uexible. of course; prove sometimes thai you are 
not legalistic about it. Don't let devotions d^encnte 
to a duty. How you carry on such worship drntndi 
on you. but you can't help the family tmn Aam hy 
uuking iu wocdiip cemraL 
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Wonbip logeiber depentb on Uie MrengUi of your 
IwrMMal imycr libe. You cannot icu your pcnoiul 
prayer life on that of ihe family. WUl you learn lo 
pray faithfully for the other nieniben of the family) 
In prayer you enter imaginatively into their live»; 
you pray for gnu* to let them live their own livei 
in feUowihip, you grope lor ways of helping them 
without intruding in their lives. 

What a diieience auch praying for the other mem- 
ben of the famUy makcsl How •tgnificandy you 
enter into their livck How willingly yuu let them 
ahme to grow and learn when that i> bcu for them. 
How the problemt and projecu of each become* • 
family concern. 

No one lives lonely any more How easily all mem- 
ben of the family can shave their joys in a circle of 
primary support and not of primary competition. 
The dccpctt drives of life can find discipline and 
diitiHion within family living if each member is con- 
tinually supported by common pnyen and individual 
praycn in humble awepianfc and concern for each 
andaU. 

The family can be an unparalleled gift from God. 
If the world passes you by or huru you in your deepest 
lo ftHiup , you are still buoyed up and steadied by 
family k>ve. The Chriuian family lives for God's will 
in the whole world as it cnten into God's love for 
his whole family of man. The local Chriuian family 
I part of the church family without bou nd a r i es ^

Throufli the Church 
Hut peraonal and family renewal are not enougli. 
We are speaking of spiritual renewal in Uirisiiau 
tcruis. Thtt m«iia the renewal of Cod's people, ol 
the church, of Chritts body. Spiritual renewal involves 
letting Chrirt be Lord. He muu become the decuw 
liead of the church. Our aim is lo renew the church 
«f God and through •! tu oCol^ *^"^ **'*' *^*"'' 
lor civilisation. 
When God renews his people he rnukm ihcm see 
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what the iruc nature ot the church i». I'he church 
is fouudctl on Chriu. Our text is plain: there is nu 
other foundation on which to build. Tlic only fouiula- 
tion is Chritt atul Chria is nothu^ ka tlian Cod*s 
IMresence on earth in human form. Chritt is Cod 
incarnate. Chritt is the Word made flesh. 

The church is likewise Cod's presenoe on earth in 
the Clurittian cotnmunity. The church is not iM-imarily 
sociola|{ical but theological. It is not only God*s work 
but his |uresence; it is not only his rcprescnutive but 
his own dwelling among men. To be sure, the church 
docs not have the same power over sin tlut Jesus did. 
How utterly far the church falls short of the glory of 
CodI Chritt was in Jesus preeminently and organi* 
cally. But unless God is the head of the church there 
is no church, for Chritt alone can be the head of the 
church, and Chritt is God's presence' on eartiL 

Jesttt Chritt by being God*s holy love on earth 
fountled the church. Jesus Chritt by teaching God*s 
unlimited* outgoing love .founded the church. Jesus 
Chritt by esublishing a community within his love 
and through the power of the resurrection fountled 
the ^hM''fh» 

He gathered a human community, a group of fol- 
lowers, a band of wandering disciples, but nothing 
could wiihsund the community where all had the 
same care for one another and where the wlmle com- 
munity preached the Gospel to the ends of the world. 
Jesus Chritt is the head uf the church becauw Cod's 
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proience found power in him for the open, inclu* 
sive. cmtferned coimuunity. The Chrittian ditiich is 
tlie community of Cod's ever-faithful love livaog for 
the whole world and to the end of earthly ifane. 

The head of the church is Christ, la the body Cod 
works through tlie Holy Spirit. Chritt is the umty of 
Cod's love above and for the church. The Holy 
.Spirit is the tUvorsity of Cod's love in the tintty of 
the common body. Thiu Cod comes into the dmrdi 
both through Chritt the head and throt^ih the Holy 
S|urit. his cor|Joraie presence. The church was founded 
on Pcniecott by the presence and power of the Holy 
. Spirit. The diiciples waited in Jerusalem for the re- 
turn of their Lord. He came as head of the chtasch to 
his body, the chitrcfab by the reality and work of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The Holy Spirit gtiided the original chtirch and 
made it grow. God ga%*e the increase. Thcrefoic the 
early church celebrated Pentecost. Neither Chriwmas 
nor Easter is mentioned as such in the New Testament 
Ihey came to be celebrated a good deal later, but 
already in Firtt Corinthians 16, as we saw, Fentccott 
n mentioned as a date on the calendar. Please ponder 
this faa. Relive it. 

We kluiU have no renewal of the diurch till we de* 
ilare Chritt to be Lord, but we can ilo so only in the 
power of the Holy Spirit. What is lacking today is the 
reality aiul power of the Holy S|iirit. We shall imt 
liave spiritual retiewal imtil we» toi^ wail in pmyer 
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for our LonL When he oMue» he wUl coiue wiih 
Peniecotc. with his gloriout power in the church teiti- 
lying to ihe head of the church, the liviiig Chrisc 

All talk ahout Chriu is the mumhli^g of cliches 
uoiil the Holy Spirit possess us and use us. Let us wait 
in trust for the Holy Spirit to create lu a community 
of grace. Let us wait in tnut for the Holy Spirit to 
empower us in life and teaching. Let the Word and 
Sacrament he no longer rites to dull tlie Spirit hut 
celebrations of the living Christ wiOiin the presence 
and power of the Holy Spirit. 

I have a concrete si^ggeuion lo this eiuL We uiust 
restore coteChristianity, through intimate life and 
worship in small groups. A peculiarly powerful his- 
torical case in hand as the original Meihodiu Qau 
Meeting. The power of yesterday's diurch was tlie 
prayer meeting. It was the thermonieur of the life 
of the church. But many modern dunces in life liave 
killed the prayer meeting. To some extent the death 
of the prayer meeting signifies the death of viul 
fienonal faith suficiently general to sustain such an 
aa of rcguUr worship. From another angle our 
khowledge of psychology and our changed sociological 
conditions have caused the demise of the prayer meet- 
ii^. kloM of us believe it can hardly be revived for 
our churches in iu original form. 
, Nevertheless we need Uie umre iiuiuiaie form and 
|Mmer of the faith. How can we get it? Some try study 
groupie some d iscus sion groupie some social gatlieriiigi, 
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some prayo' partners. The MethodiM Class Mcetii^ 
combined the need for small groups in UNNrsUp^ in 
prayer, in study, in discipline, and in cinnfrssiosi. For 
a few glorious months 1 partidpated in such a group 
in Ei«Und among Methodisu with a Primitive Meth- 
oditt background. In it I knew the warnuh of intinuite 
fellowships the opeimcss of conffision, tlie acriousncss 
of worship^ and the diUgencc of study. I believe that 
tlie class meeting can be recreated to meet our oMMlero 
conditions and that throt^h it Cod can crcato bosh 
tlepth and intensity of spiritual renewal. 

The church caiwot be the church, however, withoia 
eaperiendng concern for the world. It is called so 
preach the Cospel to the world, to evangeliie it. It is 
also called to teach the world the truth of Christ, 
to educate it. With ei|ual insistence it is also called 
to be socially responsible. 

The church is in. but not of, the trorkL Therefore 
it has light and leaven to of er the world. The duirch 
is not the world, but lives by the grace of God a new 
creation. As such it of ers salt to the world. The diurch 
is called to preserve what is good, to illumine what is 
evil, and to change the world by the interpenetratioo 
of iu healing presence. 

Such responsibility for the woild in all its social, 
economic, and political problems is nut the heart of 
the Gospel but it beloiqts u» the very heartbeai of the 
Gospel. The heart of the Gospel is Clod's ev«r4aithful 
and inclusive love in Christ* but such hive has nu 
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ttieauii^ unkM ic cxpreucs iudf Co Ukm in need 
cverywhorc and of every kind. 

In our itforld today the church ihat has nothing to 
oOer a urorld in peril of immediate dcMniction has no 
CospeL The church that does not care about Cod's 
creatures and creation itself is not Chrittian. The 
church without a Gos|>d for society is simply sham. 

We must destroy war or war will desuroy us. A new 
inclusive kind of community came in Christ. It is 
our only alternative to deterioration and destruction. 
Let the inclusive human society become inclusively 
concerned* tisii^ only such police power as is neces- 
sary within iu inclusive oomiuuuity. We have war 
with us yet because the Church has failed iu mission. 
It has falsely detached souls from society. It has iso- 

J spirit from body, 
e must work now for an inclusively effective 
1 organitation of power. We need world law aiul 
I rule. M tliurisiu muu die. It may not do so until 
ill the spirit ol capiuliuu Ave need to destroy 
hand «Uiupciuii -in pulltUl A surt to that end 
( use of property more inclusively both within 
otir nation and to the ends of the world. What that 
will involve politically I do not know and care only 
secondarily. Jf we have the need of all the people and 
of the whole world on our Christian hearts. God will 
guide us into the proper workii« out of the problem^ 
«4oi3er. 

W« do not want atheistic Manusm. It is IH^ ni^g 
SO 



a giam of power and of unimagined growth. Wbai 
have we to oier? Atom bombs will not keq» hack an 
aroused humanity. Let us answer with OMtivc con* 
cem to do away with oppressive militarism and ex* 
pkiitive property rehtiom. and release the workTs 
gcxMb for the imrld's people in faith and freedom. 
We must kill war, the killer of mankind.
